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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: reference numbers 
confuse the scope of the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be eatitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that ftie subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obhgation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C, 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Jones, Jr. Jones, Jr. taught glass forming molds and methods 
of making such molds wherein powders were sintered into mold shapes having cooling passages 
therein (see abstract, figures and the examples). The forming tools of Jones, Jr. appear to be 
identical to those claimed. 

6. Claims 1, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones, 
Jr. (US 4142884) in view of Fiedler (US 3996048). 

7. Jones, Jr. did not teach hot isostatic pressing to form a combined body incorporating a 
filling material. Fiedler taught methods of sintering metallic parts from powdered metals 
wherein refractory oxide filler materials were incorporated into forms of powdered metal and hot 
isostatically pressed. The refractory oxides were leached away to provide internal passages (see 
abstract and col. 2, lines 4-50), It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use the isostatic pressing process with a filler material 
like that of Fiedler in the process of Jones, Jr. because Fiedler taught that the surface quality of 
the internal passages was "smooth and sound" as a result (see col. 1, lines 64-68). 
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Conclusion
